Only a very recently designed 
submarine could h a\e undertaken the 
voyage, which doubtless is chiefly 
for experimental and scientific .p u r­ 
poses. 
The 
newest 
type of submarine 
which it is known Germany is con­ 
structing, has many tentative feat­ 
ures. On these the future develop­ 
ment of underwater warfare partly 
depends. 
Undoubtedly much of the 
German submarine activity is plan­ 
ned primarily to try out these inno­ 
vations. 
The recent, appearance of 
a submarine off the west coast of 
Ireland was an experiment. 
So is the 
presence of another of the vessels off 
the Spanish coast. 
The sudden an ­ 
nouncement th at still another Ger­ 
man un'Hr M'a craft l t d 
hted 
off New York might some day become 
the logical third. 
The radius of action of the newest 
submarines is ti,OOO to 7,OOO miles 
at a speed of 8*4 knots p^r hour. 
This would permit a submersible, in 
theory, to cross the Atlantic and re­ 
turn to Germany. 
W hether the feat 
is practically possible depends on the 
weather. 
The radius of action for a 
submarine is a surface radius. Oil 
fuel is used 
for surface propulsion, 
while electricity must he substituted 
as the motive power when the vessel 
is submerged. 
It 
is 
improbable 
enough electricity can be stored away 
by the best of the submarines for 
more than a hundred miles journey, 
without recharging. Therefore, a long 
voyage must he made almost entirely 
on the surface where there is grave 


risk of serious damage during the 
stress of north Atlantic weather. 
Nevertheless now* that the winter 
gales a r e giving way to milder a t­ 
mospheric conditions 
it 
Is 
by no 
means impossible that a German sub­ 
marine will attem pt to make a Jour­ 
n e y to America. 
The game would be 
worthy of the fearlessness and daring 
shown by the German naval officers.
